Prompt­ 
ly at IO o’clock a. in. he was photo­ 
graphed and measured by the Bertil- 
llon 
method. 
Twenty-five 
minutes 
later he had been arraigned before a 
m agistrate and committed 
to court 
’without bail 
The grand jury quickly 
found a true bill and at 11:20 a. rn. he 
was in the criminal court awaiting his 
turn to face Judge Sulzberger. Shortly 
after 12 o’clock the judge passed sen­ 
tence upon him, and at 1:30 the great 
Iron doors of the penitentiary closed 
behind him.

New Norwegian Rulers at the Ancient 
Capital o f Haakon the Good. 
Trondhjem, June 20.—King Haakon 
VIL, his queen and his son are now 
In the ancient capital of Haakon the 
Good, where Norway was first created 
nation. 
They arrived at 6:3ft o’clock 
p. rn. in tho gunboat Heimdal, amid 
scenes of picturesqueness. 
Tile elab­ 
orate preparations for their reception 
had 
hardly been 
completed before 
crowds began to congregate along the 
route of the procession from the pier 
to the palace, on the breakwater and 
bluffs marking the entrance on the 
hills rimming the 
harbor. 
Expecta­ 
tion had made the ordinarily grave 
Norwegians Parisians in their gayety. 
They waited in the noonday sun that 
stream s upon Trondhjem long after 
other suns have sot. 
On the pier was built a great pavil­ 
ion in the old Norse form, decorated 
With greenery and the nation's colors, 
and flanked by tribunes. 
Around tho 
pavilion were gathered 
members of 
the diplomatic corps from Christiania, 
officers of the army 
and navy 
and 
municipal officials. 
All save Hie lat­ 
ter were brilliantly unift l ined. 
At 6:0o o’clock tho guns of the Dan­ 
ish warship Hekla, booming the royal 
salute, gave the crowds the announce­ 
ment that the king’s 
yacht was ap­ 
proaching. 
The full salute was fired 
and the granite walls of the fjord had 
not 
ceased 
echoing 
It before 
the 
Heimdal 
rounded 
the 
promontory. 
The crowds waited silently until the 
yacht entered 
her slip, when 
they 
broke into tho short, sharp hurrahs 
that express Norwegian enthusiasm. 


Cheer Their New Rulers. 


The first 
figure discernible

deck was the little crown prince, Olaf. 
in a white sailor suit, held high above 
the rail by his nurse. 
The king soon 
joined 
tho 
prince 
and 
the 
crowd 
barked out another cheer, which was 
renewed when Queen Maud appeared. 
King Haakon 
is extremely 
hand 
some 
and 
his tall, 
slender 
figure 
looked exceedingly well in an admir­ 
al’s uniform. 
The members of the royal fa m ily 
speedily landed and shook hands with 
the members of the diplomatic corps, 
the municipal officials and army and 
navy 
officers. 
The king 
conversed 
briefly with several of the diplomats 
and 
told the German 
minister, Dr. 
Steubel, that he was delighted with 
the prospective visit of Emperor Will­ 
iam. 
The municipality presented an 
address of welcome, for which King 
Haakon returned 
his thanks. 
Then, 
taking 
Crown 
Prince Olaf 
in his 
arms, Hie king, accompanied by Queen 
Maud, entered 
a carriage, 
and, es­ 
corted by a troop of cavalry, drove to 
the palace through 
cheering crowds. 
Throngs 
of people 
surrounded 
the 
palace for hours and cheered the king 
and queen when they appeared at a 
window.
